It has been said before, but it's 
worthwhile repeating: The troops 
of the International Brigade driv- 
ing back the fascist hordes with 
gun, grenade, bayonet and even 
bare hands—are not just good 
soldiers—they are the world’s 
finest workers and intellectuals, 
and consequentiy, the best sol- 
diers who ever picked up 4 
weapon to defend an ideal. 

There are several thousand such 
lads in Spain, Americans all. 
most of whom are in the famous 
Fifteenth Anglo-American. Bri- 
gade—and even though admitted 
with reluctance by capitalist press 
correspondents at the front, the 
bravest of the brave are the 
Communists, who comprise the 
majority of troops in the Lincoln 
and Washington Battalions. 

It takes more than the will and 
courage to face the enemy in the 
opposite trenches to make the 
world’s finest soldiers—it takes 
guts plus—guts, plus class-con- 
sciousness and sheer convictions 
that “We Shall Pass!” 


BRADLEY A CAPTAIN 


The type of American lad who 
has gone across the seas to pledge 
his life in defense of democracy, 
can be recognized in a comrade 
like Carl Bradley—Captain Carl 
Bradley. Communist, pioneer steel 
organizer during the days when 
the CIO was unheard of, Captain 
Bradley, tough, grinning, thirty- 
four years old, with a vivid scar 
twining around his browned neck 
over the juglar vein: 

“That particular fascist bullet 
had my name on it,” he laughed, 
“but it had the name spelled 
wrong.” 

Comrade Bradley returned to 
his native land a little over a week 
ago, and like many of the boys 
who have been coming back dur- 
ing recent weeks because of 
wounds, or because they served 
at the front heroically and are 
now needed back home, it’s hard 
to get him to talk about himself. 
In fact, when you try to get com- 
rades like Bradley talking about 
themselves, they don’t seem to 
understand what you want. They 
think in terms of the struggle, in 
terms of masses and military 
strategy. 

NELSON TELLS THE STORY 

The only way that I could get 
any story about comrade Bradley 
which touched upon his activi- 
ties during the war—was to go to 
his buddy, also just returned to 
America. His buddy, by the way, 
is Steve Nelson, another splendid 
Communist who has already be- 
come a tradition in the demo- 
cratic armies in Spain. 

Nelson told us a few things 
about Bradley: 

“It's hard to think of any par- 
ticular instance.ef,Ge'* work in 
Spain,” Nelson said, “because he 
was in the thick of it all of the 
time. Just an example—at Belch- 
ite, I had an opportunity to see 
him in action. He was in com- 
mand of a Spanish company. 
Those boys swore by Carl. They 
proudly called themselves ‘Ameri- 
canos out of respect for Carl, 
when other troops asked what 
outfit they were from.

Carl Bradley is an old-timer 
both in experiences as a front- 
line fighter against capitalism in 
this country, and as a military 
man. Speaking of the latter ex- 
perience, Bradley joined the U. 8. 
Navy in 1920 and’ served four 
years. He finished his hitch as 
one of a hundred gobs picked out 
of the entire fleet for the Annapo- 
lis Preparatory School—but he de- 
cided against it. 

This revolutionary American 
was born in Kentucky, and spent 
many years, before and after his 
Navy enlistment working in some 
of the biggest steel mills in the 
country — the Sparrows Point 
Bethlehem Plant, at Baltimore 
for instance. He joined the Com- 
munist Party in 1927, and organ- 
ized the first shop nucleus in 
Bethlehem Steel—and for the

Her Share 


» Ever hear of Mrs. Mary Babcock? 

You didn’t. But it happens that Mrs. Bab- 
cock is one of the frightened investors for 
whom the Tory Senators are roaring in Con- 
gress. 

Mrs. Babcock has inherited, the paper 
says, $30,000,000 “as her share of the Rey- 
nolds Tobacco estate.” 

A tobacco worker makes around $650 a 
year. It would take the yearly wages of about 
50,000 tobacco workers to equal the “share” 
of Mrs. Babcock in the tobacco fortune of 
the Reynolds family. 

How much did the government get in 
taxes from the “share” of this rich parasite?

Fascist Theory 
In Harvard's 
Cap and Gown

J ET it be known that we usually like professors. Yet we 

cannot remain silent when one, though clothed in sheep- 
skins, goes off the deep end. 

One example is Professor Neilson of Smith College, 


who ups and says: “Mother love is nothing but self-love.“ the audience laughter music to his 


It is the only element with which I have come in contact 
as college president, which makes me think less of the 
human race.” . 


Very true it may be of mothers rich enough to send 


their girls to Smith. Indeed, Neilson reveals as much by 
saying the mothers he meets don't want their daughters to flunk be- 
cause it is “socially awkward.” 

Enough to say that rich women, with no social ethic and caring 
ngthing for anyone’s children, care little for their own. Neilson never 
associates with working class mothers, who love their offspring more 
than life itself. 

The fact is that human feelings, so ordinary among the lowly, 
is almost extinct in the parasite upper class, who hold themselves a 
race apart from the “common herd.” Marriage is a financial contract 
and children a nuisance to be turned over to ervants and tutors. 

One thing that workers should never is that capitalists do 
not regard them as people, but only as sometimes useful animals. 
Popularizing the fascist theories of Alexis Carrel, another professor, 
a sort of academic flinger of dead cats, lustily demands wholesale mur- 

der of the “unfit” I refer to Earnest A. Hooton; Harvard's professor 
of anthropology. : 

Growling for blood, Hooton’s new book, “Apes, Men and Morons,” 
demands the “removal” of what he terms the “socially ineffectuals”-- 
meaning you unemployed. He contends you jobless were badly born, 
a lower form of life than the successful stock broker. 

And, he wants thé massacre to start right away. Birth control and 
even sterilization are too slow for Hooton. In veiled terms he asks 
“medical science“ to give their poor patients the “black bottle.” As 
it would work out, a doctor called by a poor woman for her sick baby 
should put aside as nonsense the saving of a human life, be “respon- 
sible to society” and give the little one a dose of poison. It is not wholly 
out of harmony with the Fishbeins of “medical science,” at that. 

Rejecting all social reform, this Harvard Neanderthal man attacks 
as a silly idea that, “by a process of environmental tinkering, fools may 
be transmuted into sages, criminals into saints and politicians into 
statesmen.” Or, may we add, intellectual prostitutes of plutocracy into 
anthropologists. 

Note that he holds criminals are born, not made. So why slum 
clearance? He even declares criminals have a distinct anatomy, con- 
trary to thousands of scientific surveys. While I admit that Professor 
Hooton is the dead image of a forger I met in prison, I object to his 
forgery of the long discredited theories of Lombroso. 

Every parent, with the sound sense found in the masses bu 
lacking in Harvard anthropologists, seeks to give his child the best 
environment. Not one is Hooton enough to send a child into bad 
company on the idea that it is born good and can't go bad.
